Energy Crisis*Forces New 
Postal Service Deadlines 


Because of the energy crisis, 
Postmaster General E. T, Klas- 
sen urges Americans to post 
their domestic and foreign 
Christmas mail one to two 
weeks earlier than the Postal 
Service originally recommend- 
ed. 

“The urgency of the fuel en- 
ergy crisis compels us to re- 
quest a one week advancement 
of the suggested dates we gave 
for domestic mail and a two 
week advancement for foreign 
mail,” Mr, Klassen said. 

“Reductions in the number of 
evening and early morning 
scheduled airline flights is of 
particular concern to the Postal 
Service, Mr. Klassén continued. 


“The Christmas season is a 
time when large volumes of 
long distance mail travels by 


air. So far, reductions in flights 
have not interfered with service 
standards. But further reduc- 
tions, particularly during the 
Christmas season, may give us 
cause for concern.”

Atty. General 
Issues Hints 
For Consumers 


State Attorney General Evelle 
J. Younger has issued a series 
of hints for the consumer. 


The official has particularly 
warned against vacation certifi 
cates or so-called ‘‘complimen 
tary accomodations.'’ He said, 
“Many such programs are un 
lawful and have commonly 
sulted in economic loss to par 
ticipating consumers. Misrepre 
sentations concerning the qual 
ity and availability of accom 
modations are common, and 
many require payment of undis- 
closed charges.”

A helpful hint for shoppers 
is the Attorney General's ad 
vice on meat packaging. ‘‘Con 
sumers should be concerned 
with labeling, contents, and 
freshness,” he said. “All labels 
should be read know what 
your money is being spent on.” 

Mr. Younger also provided 
information on loan interest 
rates in his recent announce 
ment. The California Constitu- 
tion fixes the rate of interest 
on a loan at 7 percent per 
year,’ he said, “However, it al 
lows the lender and borrower 
to contract for a rate of inter- 
est up to 10 percent per year. 
State law allows a seller to 
charge an annual rate of up to 
18.46 percent simple interest 
on a retail-installment contract. 
On credit card purchases, a sel- 
ler may charge an annual rate 
of up to 18 percent. Loan com- 
panies can also charge high in- 
terest rates, up to 30 percent in 
some cases.”

The main thing to remember 
in country biking is that cars 
are traveling at higher speeds 
by far than they are in the city, 
This means you must be extra 
cautious that you are riding 
WITH traffic, staying to the ex- 
treme right side of the road. 
Often you will see people on 
bikes riding on the far left side 
of the road, directly toward the 
oncoming traffic. This is 
WRONG! It is very dangerous. 
Do not do it! 


If the weather becomes dark 
and cloudy, use your lights. 
Don't wait for it to become com- 
pletely dark .. . a fast-moving 
car needs several hundred feet 
to se you! Make sure that you 
have on light colored clothing 
for all country riding. 

Never, under any circum- 
stances, ride in the middle of 
the road or do bike trick-riding 
in the country on the highway.

Open a package as soon as it 
arrives and check for damage 
or mistaken items. Many com- 
panies have 10-30 day deadlines 
for return, If sending gifts di- 
rectly to another party be sure 
to ask if they arrived and in 
good condition. Always pay by 
check, money order or credit 
card. Do not send cash.

“Arrest me? Just because 
I’m late with my payment to 
the old lady?” 

It’s a real arrest, all right, 
and not a few- 
recent hus- 
bands have 
felt the stern 
grip of the 
law on their 
quivering 
shoulders, It’s 
not a crime to marry. Nor even 
to un-marry, whether by for- 
mal divorce suit or a one-way 
walk from the house. But 
where a man fails to pay sup- 
port as ordered to his wife and 
children—he may find himself 
in the slammer, 

Here he has not committed 
a crime. He has merely ne- 
glected to pay over money. 
Yet he goes to jail anyway. 
This is because he’s committed 
contempt of court—by refus- 
ing to obey a court order. 

There are other acts that 
may be punished as contempt 
of court. Interfere with the ad- 
ministration of justice, or fail 
to show up as a witness, and 
the court may punish by fine 
or jail. A civil contempt does 
not merit a jury trial. It is 
hard to challenge the judge’s 
ruling. The punishment may 
be five days in jail and a $500 
fine.
